The Growth of Trees in Manitoba 


Some figures compiled by the For- 
estry © Branch of the Department of 
the Interior gives .some. interesting 
information as to the growth which 
may be expected from hardwood, or 
broad-leaved forests in Southern Man- 
itoba.

D. Craig, F.” E., Inspector of Forest

and at this convention some definite 
plan should bé decided. upon regarding 
thorough organization. 

Rice Sheppard, speaking for the 
organization work. in the north of the 


province, stated’ that: there was no 


organization work on’ account of. the 
late spring and ‘Inck of funds. Several 


| other directors reported ‘regarding the 


work of ; organization; the chief com- 
plaint being that there were ho funds 
for the purpose. 

“W. FE) Stevens, of Glover Bar; sec- 
Sars of. the association, spoke of the 
idea of appointing a salaried organizer 
He thought this was the only, solution, 
of the question.. . 

Since_.the, convention’ at. Calgary 
locals were organized at: Didsbury, St. 
Albert, _Evarts, Daysland, Kitscoty, 
Strathcona, Penhold, Matin, Willow- 
dale, Ferry Point, Lavoy, Vermillion 
Tofield, Spruce Grove and Three Hills. 
He ‘emphasised the. need of. funds, 
however, to’ carry on paccoastally, 
this organization work. — 

Spenking on the question of organi- 
zation, “Mr. Woodford, of Cardston 
made.a suggestion that the .secretary 
should send out: a circular letter to 
every settlement in the province to’ 
find out if they wished to organize a 
Farmers’ Association., He thought in 
this way they could-get in touch with 
many districts where new locals might 
be formed.

Growers Association of ° Alberta, be- 
lieving that before the live . stock ~in- 
dustry. of the province cin ‘assume the 
importance’ and ‘proportion which ‘our 
natural: resources: make possible, ‘the 
farmers and stuck raisers * must-have 
confidence that. they. will at all‘‘times 


inate competition: as. far as-possible 
and believing that the‘ casiest, cheaj:- 
est and most effective wayzof insuring 
competition in'the meat. trade.: when 
private companies agree not. to, carm- 
pete, is for the government -to  estab- 
lish a pork and beef curing’ and can- 
ning plant. That it operate the same 
upon a basis as_near to? that of. the 
creamery system as possible. 

After considerable discussion during 
which some argued fora pork » plant 
and others for beef, the resolution as 
set forth above was unanimousl y ear- 
ried. 

At Thursday afternoon’s session of 
the convention,- the secretar ry, W.F. 
Stevens, of Clover Bar, read his annual. 
report, which showed that the associ- 
ation was in a very flourishing condi- 
tion. The report was adopted. 

The auditor's report: was read ‘and 
approved, ‘the ‘auditors being , Geo. 
Ball, of Strathcona, and John |Goven- 
lock, of Ellerslie. 

The election of officers was then 
proceeded: with ‘and resulted in the 
unanimous. re-election of Joshua 
Fletcher, as° president, and: W. H. 
Woolford, 'as° vice-president. The 
election for directors was keenly con- 
tested and several delegates were nomi- 
nated for these offices.» The “election 
finally resulted in the return of Rice 
Sheppard, Strathcona, Jamieson, Red 
Deer, and Balaam, Vegreville,-as dit- 
ectors for Northern ‘Alberta; ‘ Joliff, 
Cardston. McDougall, Olds, and) Cars- 
well, Penhold, as directors for South- 
ern Alberta. 

W.H. Woolford, vice-president from 
Cardston, spoke briefly on ‘organiza- 
tion work. He gave instances of the 
benefits gained for the farmers through 
the efforts of the A. I. A. including 
such matters as the lowering of. the 
passenger and freight rates, better in- 
spection and grading of! grain, and 
many other matters which more than 
paid the farmer for the amount ex- 
pended. in the association.
